Judge Speer Appoints General Alexander 
Recelyver: 


STOCKHOLDERS ARE GREATLY EXCITED, 


They bear That Bankruptcy and 
Ruin Await the Road... 


iS IT A SCHEME TO WRECK? | 


The Olcott Committee’s Scheme Peters 
Out and Insiders Are Caught 
Long on Stocks. 


The state’s oldest railway, the Central Rail- 
road and Banking Company of . Georgia, is in 
the hands of a receiver. 

General E. Porter Alexander, ex-president 
of the Central, was appointed late ‘Thursday 
night by Judge Emory Speer, of the United 
States court, at Macon. 

R. M. C!ark, of Charleston, was the peti- 
tioner, and his bill was filed by Dan Rountree, 
of Atlanta, and a Mr. Perry, of the Charieston 
bar. 

The bill attacks the Georgia Pacitic’s lease 
of the Central, recites some of the in- 
side history of the company, declares 
that the interests of the minority stockholders 
are endangered by a proposed absorption of 
the property by another corporation, and asks 
the court to protect the property from the de- 
signing Kichmond and West Point Warehouse 
and Terminal Company. 

This is a move to break the lease. Suspicion 
resis on both the minority andthe majority 
stockho!ders. The general impression, how- 
ever, isthatthe Richmond Terminal itself is 
the real party seeking the receivership. Two 
reasons ate assigned by those informed on the 
situation. Oneisthat the Wall street opera- 
tors who now control the Terminal 
are sick of the 7 per cent lease 
to the Geergia Paciic. The otier 
isthat they are notso anxious to break the 
lease as to wreck the Central and wipe out the 
heavy capitalizations and fixes charges. 

Genera! Alexander was elected president of 
the Central in January, 1887, when fhe Cal- 
houns and H. B. Hollins secured control of the 
property. Prior to that Captain W. G. Raoul 
anda directory of Georgians controiied the 
company. 

In the days of President Wadley the stock 
went upand down and the system expanded. 
The Central was a Georgiainstitution pure 
andsim/ple. Its stock was held in small blocks, 
owned all over the state. In 1886 the control 
of the company was acquired by a northern 
syndicate, stock wont up from 69 to 1so, and 
the dividends increased from 4 per ceit tod 
per cent. 

Last Junethe Central was leased to the 
Georgia Pacific. Tho Terminal controlled 
both roads. Since then there have been many 
predictions of a receivership and threats to 
break. the lease. 

The die is cast.

The Proceedings in Macon. 

Macon, Ga., March 4.—(Special.)—The Cen- 
tral Railroad and Banking Company of Geor- 
gia, with all its assets and entire property, 
passed into the hands of a receiver at 10 o’clock 
last night, when Judge Emory Speer, of the 
federal court, signed an order appointing Gen- 
eral E. P. Alexander temporary receiver. 

It is an attack on the Terminal system that 
wil! decide the fate of that great octopus. The 
bill was signed last night. 

On yesterday,Mr. D. W. Rountrec,a member 
of the Atlanta bar, and Mr. Perry, a member 
of the Charleston bar, presented to Judge 
Speer at chambers a bill attacking the lease 
of the Central’s properties to the Georgia Pa- 
cific and Richmond and Danville systems. 

The bill is quite lengthy, and purports to 
give a detailed history of all the transactions 
connected with this important matter. At 
that time Judge Speer signed an order ap- 
pointing General E. P. Alexander temporary 
receiver of the entire property and assets of 
the Centra! Railroad and Banking Company 
of Georgia. 

In case General Alexander should fail or re- 
fuse to act, Colonel W. W. Gordon, of Savan- 
nah, was made roceiverin hisstead. The re- 
ceiver was directed to carry on the business of 
the railroad properties. in the usual manner, 
without. making any changesin the methods 
of accounting and bookkeeping until other- 
wise directed. In the meantime the defend- 
ants, the Central Railroad and Banking Com- 
pany of Georgia, the Richmond and Danville 
Railroad Company, the Richmond and West 
Point Terminal Company, and the Georgia 
Pacific Railway Company, wel® enjoined 
from encumbering the properties of the Cen- 
tral Railroad and Banking Company, or from 
disposing of, or altering, the securities and as- 
sets of the same, and the receiver is directed 
to be very careful to preserve the legal status 
of all the properties. 

The plaintiff in the bill is understood to be 
a holder of a large block of stock, and is a 
resident of Charleston, 8. C., and has held 
the stock for a great many years. 

The averments of the bill briefly are: That 
the purchase by the Georgia Pacific Company, 
or the Richmond and West Point Terminal 
Company, of forty thousand shares of stock 
of the Central Railroad and Banking Company 
for the purpose of controlling the policy of the 
same, wasaplain violation of paragraph 4, 
section 2, article 4, of the constitution of the 
state, adopted in the year 1887, which is as 
follows: 

The general assembly shall have no power to 
authorize any corporation of this state or else- 
where, or to make any contract or agreement 
whatever with any such corporation, which may 
have the effect, or be intended to have the effect, 
to encourage monopoly; and all such contracts 
and agreements shall be illegal and void. 

Plaintiffs insist, therefore, that the contracts 
by which the Terminal company got control of 
the stock was void, and that they took 
no title to the same. This being 
true, they insist that the 40,000 shares of stock 
which they hold are illegally b8ld, and that 
the voting power of said shares of stock was 
illegally exercised, both in making the lease 
of the Central Railroad and Banking Com- 
pany and in the election of the present board 
of directors. The bill further charges that 
having control, in this illegal manner, of a 


maiority of the stock of the Coptral Railroad 


and Banking Company, the defendants are 
conspiring and designing to- place a debt of 
509,000,000 oy the property—what is known 
as the Olcott scheme—a debt far in excess of 
the earning capacity of the properties, and 
which it can never pay. The plaintiff 
did not learn of this scheme until after the 
iast meeting of the stockholders had adjournod, 
and indeed it is a recent existence. 

[t is charged that the present board of di- 
rectors are the creatures of the West Point 
Ter:ninal Company and are e!ected by tho 
illegal exercise of the voting power of the 
stock, which said Term!nal company contro!s, 
and that the plaintiff has no means of getting 
the board of directors assembled so that they 
Inay ask co-operative action to correct the 
wrongs complained of, and the next mecting 
of stockholders where the question couid be 
raised vill not convene until next year. 
In the interval the properties 
will be = ruined by the carrying 
out of the said Olcott scheme, which the bil! 
charges, can have no effect whatever, save to 
wreck al) the interests of the stockholders. 

The plaintiffs. insist, therefore, that they 
have no remedy save by an appeal to a court 
of equity to enjoin the threatened injury, and 
to set asice the illegal transfers of stock and 
leases, which made it possible. 

The prayers of the bill are for subpenas 
against the defendant corporations,and against 
all their directors; that they be enjoined from 
carrying out the agreements which tend to de- 
strey competition and create monopoly; that 
the O-eoti scheme of reorganization be also 
enjoined ; that the lease shall be 
declared iilegal, mull and = vyoid, and 
that the properties of the Central 
Railroad and Ranking Company shall be re- 
stored to 2 management created by the legal 
votes of the stuckholders, in accordance with 
the charter; thatall stockholders who cesire 
to do so mnay be permitted tocome in and bo 
nade parties plaintiff to the bill, and a prayer 
also for general relief. ° 

After the order was granted Mr. Rountree, 
itis learned, took the 11 o’ciock train for 
Savannah last night, and today about noon 
Genera! A'oxander telegraphed Judge Speer 
his acceptance of the appointment as teimpo- 
rary receiver. 

shanna eli anckisdtiitia - 
AS TOLD FROM SAVANNAH, 
How the News of the Keceivership Was FRe- 
ceived in the Forest City. 

Savannah, Ga., March 4.~—(Spec.al.)— Today 
the bolt fell. 

The Centra! railroad is now in the hands of 
Genera! Alexander as temporary receiver. Ho 
will continue to act in this capacity until 
March 14th, when the hearing of the applica- 
tion for the appointment of a permanent re- 
ceiver will be heard in the United States cir- 


Speer. 

General EF. P. Alexander, president of tho 
Central Railroad and Banking Company of 
Georgia, was sitting in his cozy office at the 
bank shortly before 2 o0’clock this afternoon 
glancing over some official documents, when 
some one rapped at the door. ‘Come in,”’ 
called the general. The door opened and 
Lawyer Daniel W. Rountree, of Atlanta, with 
asmileon his face and a legal-looking paper 
in his hand, entered. 

The Central president kept on reading until 
the lawyer had reached his side. 

“Yesterday afternoon I appeared in. the 
United States court at Macon as the repre- 
sentative of a complaint in a suit affecting the 
Central railrond somewhat,”’ said Mr. Roun- 
tree lightly. ‘I was successful and now come 
to present this-paper to you,’’ and he handed 
the Central's president the document. Gen- 
eral Alexander turned sideways and read it. 
He read deliberately, asif ho was weighing 
each word. Atthe end he paused a minute as 
ifin deep thought. 

“And you say that Judge Speer instructed 
you to deliver this paper to me?’’ he finally 
asked. 

“He did,” was the lawyer’s prompt reply. 
“Tam appointed temporary receiver of this 
company, it seems?” 

‘You are if you see fit to accept.” 

‘‘Well, I accept the appointment,”’ said 
General Alexander. 

The general did not give the slightest evi- 
dence of surprise, and yet, up to the second 
when he read of his appointment, he bad not 
the slightest intimation of the contents of the 
paper. 

The long-expected blow predicted in The 
Constitution had fatlen, and the first steps to 
break the lease of the Central railroad to the 
Richmond and Danrville, through the Georgia 
Pacific, had been successful. Ina little while 
The Evening News had carried the news to 
all parts of tire city. 

Stockholders Excited. 

Great excitement prevailed, and everything 
else was lost sight of in the discussion of the 
action of the court and) its possible results. 
Stockholders were intenscly worked up, and 
predictions of ruin to their interests were 
freely uttered. Many seemed to look upon 
the matter as part of another scheme on the 
part of the majority stockholders to depreciate 
the value of the stock by creating a panic 
among the minority holders, 

Comforted by the Counselor. 

Mr. Rountree was prompt to deny this. 
“The filing of this bill,’’ said he, ‘‘is the best 
thing that could have happened for the stock- 
holders, and there is no reason for them to be 
panic stricken or to think less of their stock.’’ 

The main purpose of the bill is for the court 
through its receiver to hold the property and 
preserve it from any unwarranted acts of a 
board of directors elected by the holders of the 
40,000 shares of stock, until the next annual 
meeting of the holders legally qualified to vote 
to-wit, the presont minority stockholders, when 
the said minority stockholders will elect a 
board of directors in sympathy with them 
and having their best interest in view. Then 
the court will tutn over the entire assets and 
property to such board of directors for their 
future control and management. 

‘‘Mrs, Clark,” he continued in answer to a 
question from me, ‘‘is a wealthy woman of 
Charleston, who has large ho'dtngs in Georgia 
securities, notably a large amount of bonds in 
the Marietta and North Georgia and securities 
of the Central Railroad and Baking Com- 
pany. Her affairs are managed by my asso- 
ciate in this case, Mr. J. Lamb Perry, of 
Charleston. This suit is the result of 
investigations made by Mr. Perry, 
and is not inspired by any other 
person, or corporation whatever, no matter 
what other persons may say. It is instituted 
for the sole purpose of protecting our clients’ 
property, that is, her Central railroad shares, 
which were bought as an investment and not 
for speculative purposes. 

“Yes, if we succeed, the Olcott commrittee’s 
plan of reorganization will be, we believe, 
knocked skyhigh, for the reason that it de- 
pends so largely on the securities of the Cen- 
tral railroad system for its successful carrying 
out. Our client and ourselves have not 
any intention in the slighest or 
any desire whatever to wreck the 


Central road, or, speaking in common parlance, 
| to force it through bankruptcy. 
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farther from our thoughts. Wehave simply 


anticipated somewhat a step contemplated by 
many others. I know of my persona! knowl- 
edge of as many as a dozon prominent lawyers 
in different parts of the state who have iuyes- 
tigated most thoroughly the questions’ con- 
nected with the lease, and have been prenar- 
ing bills similar tothe one I have filed and 
having exactly the same purpose in yiew, that 
is, the protection of the minority stockholders. 
Atmoug these lawyers are two Savannahians 
who are recognized as the peers of any lawyers 
in the south. One of them, I understand, 
would have filed a bill like ours within a few 
days.” | 

Mr. Rountree declined to say who this law- 
yer was, but from other sources it was learued 
that itis probably Peter Meidrim or ex-Judge 
Pratt Adams. It was also jearned elsowhere 
that buta few days azo a Savannal 
holder went to President Alexander and re- 
quested him to tile a bill of this character to 
protect the minority etockholders. 

“Wo had no doubt when we filed our bill,” 
continued Mr. Rountree, *‘that our request for 
the appointment of a temporary receiver 
would be granted. We consider our case ab- 
solutely invulnerable and have not the slight 
est doubt that on Murch 14th Judge Speer will 
appoint apermanentrececiver. We beheve that 
Judge Speer’s decisions in the case of 
Langdon et al. versrs Branch ‘et al. 
Which was, as you will doubtless remember, a 
suit against the Savannah and Dublin aud the 
Central, and in the recent onse of Hamilton 
& Bishop versus the East Georgia and Florida 
and the Savannah, Florida and Western he 
fully decides all the points at issue in this 
cass in our favor. Messrs. Chariton & 
Mackall, the Savannah lawyers, who won 
these casos, at the time pointed out, I believe, 
in The Constitution, that under these de- 
cisions the Central railroad lease could not 
stand if an effort were made to break {6 
in the United States court. HKyen if, under 
constitutional provisions, it could not be 
aunulled, it could be under the common law, 
as Judge Speer so ably pointed out. The 
United States supreme court, in the case of the 
Central Trast Company versus the Pullman 
Paiace Car Company, which can be found on 
page sixty-two of the one hundred ana thirty- 
ninth volume of reporis, sustained Judge 
Speer’s decision in every vital point. The 
ablést lawyers in Georgia aro agreed that 
under these decisions it is withiu the power of 
the minority stockholders to break the lease 
at any time they may see fit. 
This is a purely bonafide 
to bring about this setting aside of the 
which we believe to be inimical to public in- 
terests and the interests of our client. My as- 
sociate and [ worked six weeks on the bill, 
Which is vo;}uminous and drawn with the ut- 
most care. We have the best of reasons to be- 
lieve thata large numberof oth¢r minority 
stockholders will antte with us in this move- 
ment; and that by the time of the coming hear- 
ing a half dozen more lawyers will appear for 
claimants similar to Mrs. Ciark.”’ 

Named for Permanent Receiver. 


‘Have you any idea who will be permanent 
receiver incase Judge Speer decides to ap- 
point one?’’ i asked Mr. Kountzee, 

“TI, of course, cannot state whom Judge 
Speer will select. That is the province of the 

- 

court, JI understand, though, that the names 
af Captain W. G. Raners, General E. P. 
Alexander, Colonel W. W. Gordon, Cecil 
Gabbett and one or two others will be pre- 
sented under such circumstances for the con- 
sideration of the court. No one. will 
question tie fact that either of these gentlemen 
would make a good receiver.” 

‘You know that your action has created al- 
most a panic among stockholders here do you 
not?” : " 

“No, but if such is the case Iam sorry, bat 
itis senseless. As have said before, this 
movement, if the minority stockholders would 
but regard it properly, will protect their inter- 
ests. It was bound tecome sooner or later 4nd 
they will be thankful hereafter that the step 
was taken at this particular juncture. They 
will be gainers by it in the end.” 

Mr. Rountree will remain here tomorrow, 
personally serving subpenas, securing evi- 
dence, and otherwise perfecting the case. 
There is hardly any question that Charieten 
& Mackall wi!l become interested in the case, 
owing to their thorough familiarity with the 
cases in which the decisions have been cited 
as tlie basis for the present action. 


General Alexander Talks. 


General Alexander was in his office with 
the counse! for the road when I called. He 
smiled when the sabject of the receivership 
was broached. ‘I have not seen a copy of 
the bill, and I cannot say. much,” 
said he ‘All know is that I 
have beon appointed and have accepted the 
position of temporary receiver of the Central 
company.’ Hie seemed surprised when in- 
formed that the bill contemp ‘ated the appoint- 
ment of a permanent receiver. When pressed, 
he said that he could not prophesy the de- 
cision of the court as to who would be made 
permanent receiver in case the cuurt decided 
to appoint one. 

‘The road will run on just the same until 
the court decides what action it will take,” 
said he, ‘‘and after that I suppose it wii! con- 
tinue in operation just as it is now. Of 
course, this step will cause a great surprise. 
I had no intimation that such a thing 
was contemplated. Occupying the position 1 
do [cannot enter into any discussion or criti- 
cise the step and what its probab!e results will 
be. AsI havetold you, I do not care to pose 
in this instance as a prophet without any 
knowledge on which to basé a prophecy or to 
express any opinion.”’ 

The course! for the Central are equally non- 
communicative. In fact, the ofticia!s seem to 
be half stunned by the suddenness of the thing, 
although they knew from what had been pub- 
lished in the past in The Constitution of the 
weakness of the lease and the probability of 
a minority stockholder at any time attacking 
it just where the United States court has shown 
its weakuess to be. 

The Receiver Departs. 


Genera! Alexander left tonight on the Cen- 
tral train, presumably for Macon. It is be- 
lieved he goes there to consult with Judge 
Speer and receive more specific instructions as 
to his duties as temporary receiver. Mr. Koun- 
tree says that it is merely to seo that the assets 
of the company are not removed from the 
state, and that the Richmond and Danville 
will continue for the present to operate the 
Central. Judge Speer’s object in appointing 
General Alexander under such restrictions as 
are imposed in the order was to keep 
things in statue -quo until he finally 

asses upon the questions at issue. 
it a stockholder had not taken the step Mrs. 
Clark has, itis genérally believed. here that 
one of the many creditors of the company 
here would soon have done so. Many thou- 
sands of dollars are owing business mien here 
who have been endeavoring in some instances 
for months to obtain a settlement. Thisafter 
noon lawyers were indemand by people who 
were desirous of having their rights as creditors 
protected. This will introduce some new feat- 
ures into the case, and may tend to complicate 
it more than it would otherwise be. 


She Owns Fifty Shares. 


The original copy of the bill in the case was 
brought to Savannah and filed in the clerk’s 
oftice here today. There are twenty-three

cowena M. Clark, of Charleston, in the bill 
which is for injunction, receiver and relief, 
says that she is the owner of fifty shares of the 
capital stock of the company of the value of 
$4,000 or more, and that she files this bill 
on her own behalf and on behalf of all other 
stockho!ders who are similarly situated and 
who may choose tocomein and share in the 
benefits and expenses of this suit.

THE TALK IN ATLANTA. 


ship Has Called Out, 

- The appointment of a receiver for the Cen- 
tral was unexpocted yesterday, though it had 
long been predicted. 

__It will be the sensation all over Georgia to- 
day as it wasin Atlanta’s railroad and finan- 
ial circles last night. 

"Who is at the bottom of it?” was a ques- 
tion asked a hundred times. 

Shrewd inen said that itis a move on the 
part of General Thomas, Calvin Brice and the 
controlling interest in the Richmond Termi- 
nal. ; 

Pat Calhoun was thought of, but his pro- 
fessional associates here, Mr. Jack Spalding 

d Mr. Alex King, stated  positiveiy 

demphaticaljy that Mr. Calhoun has no 
connection with the application for a re- 
ceiver. 

Captain Harry Jackson and Mr. Pope Bar- 
row, the Richmond and Danville’s assistant 
general counsel, declined to be interviewed. 
Captain Jackson stated that he knew nothing 
about the matter. Mr. Barrow, in declining 
to talk, gave a similar reason. 

The public had grown suspicious at the post- 
ponements of the Olcott plan of reorganiza- 
tion. 
day morning, the promises that the 
report would be submitted in a few 
days had been made so often that 
& feeling of distrust was growing stronger in 
the public mind. 

On Wednesday a director of the Central 
railroad presented a formal demand at the 
rogular monthly board meeting calling upon 
the Georgia Centra! to take action to cancel 
the lease to the Georg'a Pacific, and to attack 
the control of the Terininal company and 
overthrow its power to vote all the 40,000 
Shares of Ceutral stock. ‘The attack was tobe 
based on the ground that the Terminal vio- 
lated the state constitution in holding the 
Stock and mak'ng the lease. 

Supposed Causes, 

This is believed tohave been the immediate 
cause of tle receivership being precipitated at 
this time. But there were other causes 
contributing tothe step. If the insiders did 
not takcit, some one else would very soon, for 
there were two, if not three, petitions for a re- 
ceiver for the Central in as many lawyers’ 
offices over tle state. 

It was predicted several days ago that the 
Olcott committee would not be ab‘e to carry 
outits plan. Failure meant loss of confidence 
in all the Terminal's properties and an attack 
from every direction. Even couid the plan be 
carried out and the exchange of securities 
made, antagonistic legislation was threatened 
in nearly al the states penetrated by the Ter- 
minal’s roads. The impression prevaiied that 
in the exchange of new securities for the old 
in the event the plan of reorganization reached 
that stage, the Central and Southwestern se- 
curity holders would get the lean, while the 
fat would gotothe insiders on Wall street. 
That was resented in Georgia, and it was 
known to the Terminal people. It was freely 
stated that the Geory‘a holdings would not be 
surrendered in exchange for those proposed by 
the Olcott plan. - 

Another cause for alarm to the Ter- 
minal was the attitude of the Geor 
gia railroad commission, which has 
been collecting data preparatory to 
making an attack on the validity of the Cen- 
tral’s lease by the Georgia Pacitic. That such 
a move Was contemplated by the commission 
has been no secret. 

The commission wasinspired by the Rich- 
mond and Danville’s proceedings to enjoin the 
enforcement of the order as to joint rates, 

Is It a Wrecking Scheme’ 

A financial maa who has been watching the 
Terminal’s affairs closely of late, said last 
night: 

‘*The drop in the price of Terminal securities 
on Thursday is now plaintome. AndI think 
that Brice and Thomas were unloading while 
the ink on the bill for an injunction and re- 
ceiver was drying. They pulled the wires, 
and when they were ready gave the word to 
lethergo. They wanted to get rid of the 
Central. That has been we!l known. Pat 
Calhoun said last Januaryin his letter that 
Brice and Thomas were planning to wreck the 
road. Does it not look s0? Why would they 
throw inintothe hands of a receiver? Be- 
cause it is to their advantage. They can 
excuse the failure of the Olcott plan of reor- 
ganization. Thenit is totheirinterest to have 
theirown manin. It has been charged and is 
really a fact that they were behind the people 
who brought the suit three years azo to break 
the lease of the Kast Tennessee to the Rich- 
mond Terminal. That suit was ostensibly 
brought in the Tennessee court by Philadel- 
phia parties. Since then it has come to be 
generally understood that while Briea and 
Thomas were outwardly fighting to preserve 
the lease, they were really encouraging those 
who sought to break it. 

“I believe that they are behind this step. 
Who the Charilestonian owning the large 
block of Central stock is I donot know. Mr.

ON WALL STRECT. 


Some of the Insiders Seem to Have Been 
Caught on the Slump. 

New York, March 4.—(Special.)—Wall 
street was flooded with rumors after the close 
of business yesierday of serious trouble in the 
plan of reorganization of the Richuyond Ter- 
minal company. ' 

These rumors were renewed today and 
caused a very uneasy feeling among the holders 
of the company’s securities. The first intima- 
tion that anything was wrong was known to 
tle insiders early yesterday afternoon, but the 
secret was well kept, and no confirmation of 
tiie various rumors set afloat in the street could 
be obtained. 

All that was positively known was that 
under heavy pressure of sales, Terminal 
preferred lad broken seven points and 
the cOmmon stock three points. The 5 
per cent bonds also closed two and one-quarter 
points lower than. they opened. Today a 
much steadier tone prevailed. Some of the 
reasons for the siuinp Jeaked out this morn- 
ing. One of tle features of the pian for the 
recrzanization was the creation of a syndicate 
which was to provide $54,500,000, which sum 
was to be used to reiire the present Terminal 
6 per cent bonds, amounting to $5,500,000; a'so 
the $4,900,000 first mortgage 7 per cent bonds 
of the . Central  ratiroad of Georgia, 
and to lift the floating debts and 
car trusts on the various minor roads. 
It was the throatened failure to raise this sum 
which created the heavy selling of Terminal 
securities. 

The firm of Broad street bankers who had 
charge of this feature undertook alone to 
raise thissum. Various interests in the road 
were asked to join hands and _raise the re- 
quired amount, and it had been understood 
the amount could be procured without trouble. 
But it was publicly stated today that the re- 
quired amount was not more than one-half 
subscribed for, and that of this amonnt proba- 
bly only $10,000,000 could be counted on. 
This cuaranteo fund is what has caused 
the comtinual postponement of the publication 
of the plan. Unless thé amount can be made 
up itis thought that the plan may have to be 
changed again, and that hoiders of some.of the 
securities which Were intended to be reiired 
will have to be satisfied with accepting the se- 
curities of the new company. 

Another very unpicasant contingency may 
result.

HE IS A BAD NEGRO, 


But He Will Now Linger Behind the Prison 
Bars. 

Columbus, Ga., March 4.—(Special.)—The 
negro who held up young Frank Garrard, son 
of Hon. Lewis F. Garrard, on Tuesday after- 
noon, robbed him of his gun which he ob- 
tained by subterfuge, cursed and abused him 
foully and took his hat, has at last been 
arrested, and was brought to the city today. 
Ho sold the gun for $8 anda banjo to G. 
Nuckols, a short distance from Nuckols’s 
bend, on the Chattahoochee river. Early this 
morning ‘Thomas McCollister, of Phenix City, 
left on the train for Geneva, and saw in The 
Enquirer-Sun a graphic description of the fugi- 
tive negro. At Upatoie he noticed a copper- 
colored mulatto getting off the train, who 
answered so remarkably to the description that 
his special attention was at once directed to 
him. The negro was evidently in a big hurry, 
as he left his overcoat behind him in the 
smoking car. McCollister saw it, and called 
to the negro tocome back and get his coat. The 
fellow did so, and as he entered the car 
McCollister seized him and told him he was a 
prisoner. The negro objected to arrest, and 
said he would rather be killed than be taken, 
when McCollister promptly drew his pistol 
and presenting it in the negro’s face, told him 
he could be accommodated. This cowed the 
negro, and he was secured and brought back to 
the city. He was identified as Andy Johnson, 
and finally acknowledged that he had taken 
the gun from young Garrard. A preliminary 
examination was held, when it was discovered 
that there were several charges against the 
fellow, who is known to be a notoriously bad 
negro, and who had boasted that he had killed 
a white man, but had never been caught. He 
was committed to jail in default of $1,000 bail 
in a case of highway robbery in taking young 
Garrard’s gun, and in another case.

There arealread y twenty-one of the twenty-four 
instructed for Wimbish, and fourteen out of 
twenty-four instructed for Angier, so if the 
delegates to the convention carry out their 
jnstructious, the Buck-Darnell faction 
will be left most beautifully in the shade.

Co'onel Buck is certainly to be pitied.

How It Works in Fennsylvania. 

Speaking of early conventions—a sub- 
ject that has been made interesting by 
the sham protest of certain so-called 
femocrats in New York city—it is curt- 
ous that those of our editorial brethren 
in Georgia and elsewhere who have 
soundly denounced the mid-winter con- 
vention in New York should have refused 
to turn their attention to the queer 
proceedings which have taken place in 
Pennsylvania in the name of Mr. Cleve- 
land. 

The Constitution has already called at- 
tention to the snap movement in Penn- 
sylvania which began in the appointment 
of Cleveland delegates to the state con- 
vention almost before the national con- 
vention had been called. We believe there 
Was no complaint made by our Cleveland 
brethren; rather they were inclined to 
claim the affair as a sort of tribute to 
purity in politics and as an example of 
the hich ideals of statesmanship. (We 
believe this is the lingo which they af- 
fect.) 

The movement in Pennsylvania has 
gone on, but we have yet to hear any 
compiaint from those who talk about 
purity and high ideals. We desire, how- 
ever, to call attention to the fact that 
this Cleveland movement in Pennsyl- 
yania is not a popular one, The demecratic 
voters are absolutely shut out. They have 
no choice in the matter whatever. We 
have heard a good deal about the 
“machine” in New York, yet in the.selec- 
tion of delegates to the state convention, 
this machine paid attention to the will 
of the people. It called for primaries in 
which the voice of the voters could be 
beard. 

But in Pennsylvania the machine is 
an affair peculiar to itself. In the selec- 
tion of Cleveland delegates it has not 
gone to the people at all—the democratic 
voters have had no opportunity to make 
their choice known. The demacratic 
“standing committees” of the various 
counties meet together, select delegates 
and instruct them. There have been no 
county conventions, no primaries; the 
voters have not been-heard from. We 
have preserved some of the announce 
ments which have from time to time 
gone forth from Pennsylvania, and we 
present a few of them here in order to 
show the true inwardness of the situa- 
tion from the standpoint of “purity” in 
politics and high ideals in statesmanship: 

Carlisle, Pa., February 27.—The democratic 
standing committee of Cumberland county 
today clected the following delegates to the 
state convention: F. E. Beltzhoover, Calvin 
Clandenin, George W. Paxton, Joseph Best, 
Dr. VP. Kegereis, Levi Railing. They are 
Cleveland delegates, with Pattison as second 
choice, and instructed to vote as a unit and 
support Cleveland for president and Chairman 
Shearer for delegate to the national conven- 
tion. 

Lock Haven, Pa., February 27,—The dem- 
ocratic standing committee of Clinton county 
today elected S. R. Peale, T. C. Hipple, C. 
R. Noyes delegates to the democratic state 
convention, and passed resolutions in favor 
of Cleveland for the democratic nomination 
for president. 

Stroudsburg, Pa., February 27.—The Monroe 
county democratic committee met today and 
declared in favor of Cleveland for president. 

Clarion,, Pa., March 1.—The- democratic. 
county committee met today, and elected W. 
A. Hindman, J. A. Hoy, N. 8S. Coulter and A. 
M. Neeley delegates to the state convention, 
and instructed for W. A. Hindman for 
national delegate, and to favor a Cleve- 
land delegation to Chicago. 

This makes the situation plain. In order 
to keep their politics pure and retain 
the high ideals of statesmanship pure 
it is necessary for the Cleveland men in 
Pennsylvania to ignore the people alto- 
gether. Think how it would lower the 
ideals to permit the ordinary democratic 
voters to hold conventions of their own 
or vote in primaries. How vulgar it would 
be, especially if a majority of the voters 
happened to be for Hill. 

Let our readers compare this smother- 
ing of the party’s voice in Pennsylvania 
in the interest of purity and high ideals 
of statesmanship, with the primaries in 
New York state where the democratic 
voters made their presence and influence 
felt. 


Democratic Tests, 


Some of the newspapers devoted to 
Mr. Cleveland contain this interesting 
comment on the work of the Georgia 
democratic executive committee: 

A feature of the committee’s action today 
that is being very strongly criticised by dem- 
ocrats generally was the failure to adopt some 
standard by which to gauge democrats. There 
@re yery many people who have heretofore 
been: democrats, who are now open and 
avowed third party men. In the meeting to- 
day the Cleveland men tried_to have some 
gort of a ‘yardstick’? adopted,:so only dem- 
ocrats could vote in the primaries. The Hill 
tien opposed this. 

The question whether the executive 
cominittee should set up and advertise 
a gauge.of democracy—whether it should 
improvise a yardstick—was _ settled 
the moment it came  0before that 
body. There was no room for any serious 
discussion. The committee had no author- 
ity to advertise a gauge of democracy, 
and if it had possessed such authority, 
there was no resaon why it should have 
been exercised. 

The democratic party of Georgia is 
made up of a very large body of voters, 
and the members here, as they do else- 
where, differ in regard to matters of par- 
ty policy and expedieney. These differ- 
ences in regard to non-essentials have 
always existed and will always exist. 


The committee could not say that those 
who do not believe in the restoration of 
silver are not democrats, nor could it 
presume to set up a standard which 
would drive out of the party the farmers 
who are inclined to look favorably on 
the subtreasury plan. The action which, 
according to the telegram, the Cleveland 
men advocated, would have destreyed 
the party beyond repair. 

The eall of the committee is addresset 
as it should be, “to the democrats of 
Georgia.” This phrase includes all who 
will support the nominations of the 
national convention and stand on its 
platform. It covers all differences of opin- 
ion as to matters of policy or expediency, 
and it recognizes the democracy of all 
who are prepared to aid in placing the 
party in power. : 

We are not informed by the telegram 
from which we have quoted what sort 
of a standard the Cleveland men would 
have set up; whether they would ex- 
clude those who are in favor of the re 
monetization of silver in opposition to 
Mr. Cleveland’s well-known views, or 
whether they would shut out those who 
are in favor of any form of financial re- 
lief that runs counter to the views of 
Wall street. We are not told whether the 
committee should have closed the door 
against those democratic farmers who 
have been bold enough to demand either 
the repeal of class legislation or a detin- 
ite share in it. 

We are not informed in regard to these 
matters, and the committee did not dis- 
cuss them. But it is certain that if the 
committee bad set up any standard of 
democracy different from that which has 
prevailed in this state since the war, and 
which still prevails, a tremendous im- 
pulse would have been given to the 
third party movement, which, at present, 
has no ground to go on. We see what a 
schism has been created in the democrat- 
ic party of South Carolina by the conten- 
tion on the part of a faction that the 
farmers have no right to impress their 
views on the party. 

In respect to matters of policy and 
expediency, there has always’ been 
great latitude allowed in the democratic 
party. The test of democracy and the 
only test that is worth talking about is 
the desire of a voter to place the party 
in power so that its principles may be 
applied to the administration of affairs, 
and so that the reforms which the people 
demand may be put in operation. 
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The Cleveland bolters in New York are 
“trying to save the party” by claiming 
that the party doesn’t represent itself. ‘Lhis 
is the adlest scheme that has been con- 
eocted since Colonel Bolivar Bulldozer had 
himself bored for the hollow horn,

Carlisle that he did not remember exactly 
what had been agreed upon. Mr. Cleveland 
showed the white feather by not answering at 
all. Of coarse this embarrassed the Maryland 
senator, and he made no further fight. 
Watterson platform was then adopted, and 
when SenAitor Gorman returned to Washing- 
ton and ealled upon Mr. Cleveland for an ex 
planation, his ouly reply was that he did not 
think it would have been dignified in him @ 
interfere with the action of the convention.

THE TWO RECEIVERS 


Are Fighting for the Possession of the 
A, & F, Before Judge Clarke. 


NO DECISION HAS BEEN REACHED YET. 


The Argument Will be Concluded Today 
and a Decision Will Be Rendered 
Within a Few Days. 


The Atlanta and Florida receivership plum 
hangs ripe and luscious, ready to fall. 

And Receiver Garrett and Receiver Plant 
are trying with all their might to bring it 
down with their long poles. 

Which one will get it remains to be seen. 

Just now there is absolutely nothing con- 
cerning the receivership fight upon which to 
base even a conjecture as to which one of the 
fighting receivers will get possession of the 
little road. 

The unique fight was continued before 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke yesterday morning, 
and is still in progress at white heat. 

The hearing yesterday was upon a proceed- 
ing begun by Mr. Marion Erwin, representing 
Receiver Plant. 

The history of the case is familiar reading to 
Atlanta people. The appointment of two re- 
ceivers—Captain Garrett by Judge Clarke and 
Mr. R. H. Plant by Judge Emory Speer, the 
former in Atlanta, the latter in Savannah—on 
the same day and near the same honr, is of 
such recent date as to be fresh in the minds of 
the public. 

After his appointment as receiver by Judge 
Clarke, Captain Garrett remained in charge 
in that capacity, ashe had been as general 
superintendent of the line. Upon the appli- 
cation of Receiver Plant’s attorneys wok are 
session of the road, Captain Garrett ref to 

ield, claiming the right to hold it as the regu- 
arly appointed receiver by Judge Clarke. 

A proceeding was then begun before Judge 
Speer in Macon to have Captain Garrett re- 
moved and Keceiver Plant established as re- 
ceiver of the Atlanta and Florida. After 
a hearing in this proceeding Judge Speer sus- 
tained the appointment of Mr. Plant and ad- 
judged Receiver Garrett in contempt for 
failure to give up possession of the road when 
demanded by Attorney A. O. King.

“A. FAST RUN, 


A Mile a Minute Made on the Brunswick 
and Western. 

Rrunswick, Ga., March 4.—(Special.)— The most 
remarkable running ever mado in Georgia, or 
probably the south, was accomplished on the 
Brunswick and Western railroad today by engine 
No. 17, Engineer Wiiliam Mahoney, pulling 
Superintendent G. W. Haines’s special coach, with 
Conductor Welch in charge. The run was made 
trom Albany to Brunswick, 117 miles, in 210 
minutes, including four stoppages, equaling a 
mile aminute for the full run. The run from 
Waycross to the Satilia river bridge, thirty miles 
where slowing up was necessary, was made in 
thirty minutes, Between Alapaha and Pcarson 
stations the running was at the rate of fifty-five 
and fifty-eight seconds per mile. 

The cause of this remarkable run was a telegram 
received by Superintendent Haines in transit, an- 
nouncing that President Fe!ton, of the East Ten- 
nessee, would like to meét him on business at 2 
vo’ clock in Brunswick.

ANOTHER AIR-LINE. 


The Norfolk and Western Believed to Be 
Working for Florida Business. 

Brunswick, Ga, March 4.—(Special.)— 
Brunswick will soon be on a trunk line from 
Philadelphia to Jacksonville. Information 
to this effect was received by The Constitu- 
tion correspondent today. On February 25th 
the Norfolk and Western railroad se- 
cured a lease of the Roanoke and 
Southern railroad from Roanoke to 
Winston, N. C., and the following day began 
to operate trains uponit. This was the sec- 
ond step to securing the control of a direct 
trunk line from the north to the south, the 
first move having been made about thirty 
days ago when the same line secured control 
of the Shenandoah be road, noted 
for its picturesqueness. Philadelphia capi- 
talists of vast means control these roads, and 
with the roads they control they have but two 
short links to build to complete a direct and 
promising line between the north and south. 
The jive will run from Winston to Columbia 
via Monroe. At this point connection will be 
made with the South Bound via Savannah to 
Jacksonville. : 

They will build almost an air-line via Bruns- 
wick, shortening the distance about sixty 
miles. Itis claimed that every link in the 
line has been secured, and it only remains for 
the building to commence, artial sur- 
veys having been made. The _ route 
will be direct, an almost air-line from Philadel- 
phia, Washington, Charlottesville, Lynchburg, 
Danville, Winston, Monroe, Columbia, Sa- 
vanuab and Brunswick.

NEW YORK, March 4.—Our market opened quiet 
and steady at about last night's prices. Trading there- 
after was listless and small until noon. In fact, at 
times the market was such a limited one that it was 
difficult to exccfite orders, Aiter the secondcall, how- 
ever, it became apparent that the interior receipts 
would be larger than had been estimated, the accepted 
figures having been about 28,000 bales, while the actual 
result is a trifle over 80,009 bales.

The School Children Working for the 
World’s Fair, 


AN OLD SOLDIER'S PENSION HELD UP. 


He Lost His Arm at Sharpsburg, but 
Plays in Bad Luck Handling Pensions, 
The Supreme Court’s Work. 


The school children of the state have gone 

to work in dead earnest to raise their share of 
the money necessary to have Georgia repre- 
sented at the world’s fair. 
. Sometime ago The Constitution outlined 
the plan which was decided upon as a good 
means of raising a part ofthe fund. It was 
to get the school chi'dren all over the state to 
pass around among themselves subscription 
lists each contributing a nickel ora dime, or 
whatever amount they were able to give. 

Asan incentive to work up an interest 
amoug the children to carry out this work 
Governor Northen promised that each ‘sub- 
ecription list with the na:nes of these children 
contributing to the fund should be filed away 
among the archives of the state and kept 
for future generations to notice as an evidence 
of pride and loyaity ainong the Goorgians 
even befvure they get out of school. 

The children of Albany are the first to re- 

ond to this scheme. The boysand girls. of 
the Albany institute have beenat work can- 
vassing the school children there, and asa _re- 
sult send in a check for $11.

Colonel J. B. Gorman, who was appointed 
chairman of the agricultural committee from 
Georgia tothe world’s fair recently, was in 
Atianta yesterday. 

Speaking of the great agricuitural ex- 
hibit that he intends to get up for 
Georgia he said he had no doubts 
at ali of the success of the _ under- 
taking since Georgia is one of the greatest 
agricuitural states in the union. 

“IT think itisa matter of a certainty that 
Georgia willhave an exhibit at the world’s 
fair,”’ he declared, ‘‘for the interest in the 
movement is increasing every day. It is not 
only feasible, but we can have one of the 

atest displays of all the states, and we will 
fo it, too. 

“We must have a building of our own, and 
from the present prospects there seems to be 
no doubt on that score. With our Georgia 
wood, granite and marble it cannot be doubted 
that we can have as pretty a building as any 
of the other states,’”’ | 

Colonel Gorman is very much in earnest 
about this work, and seems confident that it is 
not going to fail. He says Georgia can show 
up as attractively as any state in the Ameri- 
can union, and he is not ready yet to believe 
that loyal and progressive Georgians are going 
to allow this great opportunity to escape them.

Thompson. He claims to have gone to a good 
deal of trouble getting up statistics as to when 
and how Mr. Guice was killed so that he 
con!d get the pension for Mrs. Guice, who con- 
stituted him as her representative. 

But, Mrs. Guice died just.a few weeks be- 
fore the pension was paid, and the law says no

Mr. Thompson did not say the woman was 
dead when he drew her pension, but Colonel 
Tip Harrison found it out later and determined 
not to let Mr. Thompson have his own pension 
when the time came. 

Mr. Thompson presented his claim yesterday 
for his own pension. It amounted to $100 ex- 
actiy, the amount of the widow’s pension he 
had drawn.

Cause Buch Discussion Among the 
Patrons of the Car Lines.

THE EFFEGT OF THE GREAT CHANGES. 


What the Poople Say About It-—-Mr, Hurt 
Bays He’ll Make Them All Right 
Ii He Is Only Given Time. 


_ The new street car schedules are creating 
nore dissatisfaction than anything the Consol- 


idated company has done. 
In spite of all the noise that has been made 


in some quarters about the company’s man- 
agement, the majority of the people have 
heretofore been disposed to be patient and 
give it plenty of time to complete construction 
and settle down to business; but when it de- 
velops that the settling process is giving longer 
schedules than those in operation before the 
consolidation, the patience is giving out and 
the people in some parts of the city, where the 
time is longest, are much stirred up. 

Two things seem to have created the dis- 
satisfaction—the removal of loops from the 
electric cars so as to reduce speed, and the re- 
woval of cars. 

So much has been said about the rapid run- 
ning of cars, and so much has been made of 
the few accidents resulting that the Consoli- 
dated compauy has gono to the other extreme. 
There are about fifty electric cars on the Ccon- 
solidated lines, and in nearly all of them the 
“loop” has been removed soas to change the 
electric curront in @ way that reducos the 
speel about one-third. This was done, 
it is said, to keep the motormen 
from running too fast. Itseems to be having 
the desired effect, for persons who ride on thle 
Whitehall street cars now say that it takes 
twenty-Gve minutes for West Ead electric 
cars to come thesame distance the mules made 
in halfan hour. The trip has formerly been 
made in fifteen minutes, and tho extra time is 
attributed to the removal of the loops. 

Some of the Schedules. 

On the Jackson and Walker street line from 
Ponce de Leon avenue to West End, where 
tive cars had been running, the two which ran 
to Nelson street bridge were taken off, leaving 
threo to cover the loug route of four miles. 
This leaves a thirty-minute schedule where 
there had been one of fifteen minutes. 

The Jackson street end of this line is the 
track of the old Gate City line, which ran 
from Ponce de Leon springs over Jackson, 
Wheat and Pryor streets tothe Kimbal. On 
that old line the horse cars made a fifteen- 
minuto echedule each way. When electric 
cars were put on they ran out Edgewood ave- 
nue and returned over Jackson, giving a fif- 
teen-minute schedule only ‘one way. The 
people on Jackson street grumbled a 
little, but were disposed to put up 
With some inconvenience rather than 
fight a company which was spending so much 
money and laying so much track. Now, how- 
ever, the one-way schedule has been reduced 
to thirty minutes, and this is the last straw on 
the camel's back. The people on Jackson 
street are loud in their expressions of dissatis- 
faction, and if the schedule is not soon im- 
proved they will be heard from in an effective 
manner. 

There is a good deal of dissatisfaction also 
on Highland avenue and the Boulevard. The 
old Fulton County electric line ran a fifteen- 
minute schedule, and ranitso as to take in the 
Boulevard. The schedule of the Consolidated 
company, since the cars were made torun out 
the Boulevard and back on Jackson street, has 
ot suited the Boulevard people. They had to 
walk to Jackson, or else had to ride down to 
Ponce de Leon avenue and return on Jackson 
totown. The latter course wasthe only one 
in bad weather. Notwithstanding this fact, 
the conductors were instructed to collect fare 
from those taking the cars on the Boulevard, 
and collect from them again when 
the cars turned into Jackson at 
Ponce de Leon avenue and _ started 
back to the city. Thus the people on the Boule- 
vard were forced to walk along block in bad 
weather or pay double fare. They complained 
a good deal about this, but there was a reguiar 
insurrection when the half-hour schedule was 
puton. A-thalf-hour schedule and 10 cents 
fare was more than they could stand. 

Hew the People Talk. 

The new schedules have been freely dis- 
cussed on the carsand the very general re- 
mark is that the position of the Consolidated 
company is untenable so long as it continues 
to keep up a fifteen-minute schedule to In- 
man Vark. A frequent remark is that the 
peopte do not object to Mr. Hurt’s making a 
trunk line of Edgowood avenue, for that ap- 
pears to be,as good as any other, but they do 
object to his discriminating against the north- 
eastern part of the city in favor 
of Inman Park in tho matter 
of schedules. The patrons of the 
Houston and Jackson street lines cannot un- 
derstand why astrong consolidated company 
should not be able to give as good schedules 
as the isolated lines which it bought up, espe- 
cially when the cars run over the same tracks 
upon the same identical rails. 

A matter which has escaped general 
attention, and erhaps even the at- 
tention of street car manage- 
ment, is that requiring two cars. to 
make three round trips to Edgewood in an 
hour has resulted in some very rapid if not 
dangerous running. The high trestie over the 
Richmond and Danville railroad is approached 
by long declivities, and as the cars cannot run 
as fast as formeriy up grade and on a level, 
they have to go pretty fast down hill in order 
to make the schedule. Professor C. M. Neel, 
who was riding on an Edgewood car one day 
this week, says thatthe speed at the trestle 
was sohigh that he felt alarmed and was 
almost inclined to get off the car. 

Some disappointment has resuited from the 
removal of the cars that ran from Courtland 
and Linden avenues 
They had not been on Jong, but were a great 
convenience to north side ladies shopping on 
Whitehall. Most all the ladies of the north 
side came across to do their shopping, and this 
convenient schedule is missed. It is remem- 
bered that Mr. Hurt stated in an interview 
some time ago that he intended to make every 
car run across town, and it was hoped that 
there would be no backward step in this par- 


ticular. 
What Will Be Done. 
The people seem to think that the Consol- 


{dated company is taking the backtrack. The 


idea advanced by the company was that con- 


‘ solidation would make a better service prac- 


ticable, and as this seemed a reasonable propo- 
sition, the people and the city accepted it in 
good faith when the liberal franchises were 
granted last year. The people now begin to 
ask who made the mistake, and whether the 
possibility of a better service vanished when 
consolidation came. 

Tbe electric committee of the city council 
has already been in session on the schedules, 


. and Mr. Joel Hurt, president of the Consoli- 
- dated company, was present. 


It is stated by 
gentlemen who were present that Mr. Hurt 
assured the committee that he would. satisfy 
the people in the matter of schedules, and 
asked to be given time to do so.
